BERNARD  SHAW’S  PLAYS  IN 
THE  UNITED  STATES. 

• 

At  least  20  of  George  Bernard 
Shaw's  plays  have  been  profession- 
ally acted  in  the  United  States. 
Richard  Mansfield  was  the  first  in 
the  field.  On  Sept.  24,  1894,  he 
acted  ‘'Arms  and  the  Man”  at  the 
Herald  Square  Theater.  Stock  com- 
panies often  play  this  piece  and 
“You  Never  Can  Tell”.  The  19 
Shaw  plays  which  followed  Mans- 
field’s presentation  of  “Arms  and 
the  Man”  are  “The  DeviPs  Disci- 
ple”, “Candida”,  “‘You  Never  Can 
Tell”,  “Mrs.  Warren’s  Profession”. 
“Cashel  Byron’s  Profession”,  “Man 
and  Superman”,  “Captain  Brass- 
bound’s  Conversion”,  “Caesar  and 
Cleopatra”,  “John  Bull’s  Other  Is- 
land”, “Fanny’s  First  Play”,  “The 
Philanderer”,  “The  Showing  Up  of 
Blanco  Posnet”,  “Pygmalion”.  “The 
Doctor’s  Dilemma”,  “Androcles  and 
the  Lion”,  “Major  Barbara”,  “Great 
Catherine”,  “Getting  Married”  and 
“Misalliance”. 

“The  Devil’s  Disciple”  was  the 
second  of  the  Shaw  plays  lo  be 
seen  on  this  side.  It  was  produced 
by  Mansfield  at  the  old  Fifth  Ave- 
nue Theater,  New  York,  during  the 
season  of  1897,  three  years  after 
“Arms  and  the  Man”. 

In  addition  to  these  longer  plays 
some  of  Shaw’s  shorter  pieces, 
such  as  “How  He  Lied  to  Her  Hus- 
band”, “The  Man  of  Destiny”  and 
“Overruled”,  have  been  produced  in 
America.  The  Toy  Theater,  Bos- 
ton, presen  :ed  his  “Press  Cut- 
tings”, “The  Dark  Lady  of  the  Son- 
nets” and  “Getting  Married”  for 


the  first  times  probably,  in  the 

The  longest  runs  scored  by 
Shaw’s  plays  in  America  were 
made  by  “Candida”,  “Y^ou  Never 
Can  Tell”,  “Man  and  Superman”, 
“Fanny  s First  Play”,  “Pygmalion” 
and  “Getting  Married”.  The  first 
two  were  put  on  by  Arnold  Daly. 
Robert  Loraine  twice  toured  in 
‘Man  and  Superman”. 

It  was  Ellen  Terry  who  brought 
•‘Captain  Brassbound’s  Conversion” 
to  this  country  during  her  farewell 
tour.  Miss  Grace  George  revived 
it  later. 

Forbes- Robertson  and  Gertrude 
Elliot  produ^d  “Caesar  and  Cleo- 
patra” for  the  first  time  on  any 
.-tage  at  the  New  Amsterdam  The- 
ater, New  York,  early  in  October, 
1906,  and  revived  it  during  Sir 
Johnston’s  season  of  1913.  “Fan- 
ny’s First  Play”  had  a long  run 
in  New  .York  .at  the  Comedy  The- 
ater and  then  was  seen  on  tour  for 
two  seasons,  a success  Mrs.  Pat- 
rick Campbell  partly  duplicated 
with  “Pygmalion”.  “Androcles  and 
the  Lion”  was  the  feature  of  Gran- 
ville Barker’s  repertory  season  at 
Wallack’s,  New  York,  and  “The 
Philanderer”,  produced  by  Win- 
throp  Ames  in  1913,  ran  for  13 
weeks  at  his  Little  Theater,  New 
Y^ork.  The  recent  important  pro- 
ductions of  Shaw’s  plays  In  Bos- 
ton have  been  made  by  the  Henry 
Jewett  Players  at  the  Copley  The- 
ater. They  include  “You  Never 
Can  Tell”,  “Arms  and  the  Man”, 
“Man  and  Superman”,  “Candida”, 
“Fanny’s  First  Play”,  “The  Phil- 
anderer”, with  “The  Doctor’s  Di- 
lemma” soon  to  come.

THE  MELTING  POT.  A drama 
in  four  acts  by  Israel  Zangwill. 

First  acted  at  the  Columbia  The- 
atre, Washington,  October  5,  1908. 
First  acted  in  N.  Y.,  at  the  Comedy 
Theatre,  Sept.  6,  1909.  First  acted  in 
London  at  the  Queen's  Theatre,  in 
February,  1914.  Published  in  book 
form  in  1909.  Its  title  refers  sym- 
bolically to  the  United  States,  to 
which  comes  exiles  from  every  land, 
representing  the  most  diverse  ele- 
ments and  much  unpromising  ma- 
terial, to  become  fused  into  true  and 
patriotic  citizens  of  a great  nature 
of  the  future.  The  play  revolves 
about  the  personality  and  ambitions 
of  a young  Russian  who  flees  to  this 
country  from  scenes  of  massacre 
in  his  native  land,  and  who  en- 
counters many  obstacles  in  the  pur- 
suit of  his  ambitions.

“THE  COTTAGE  IN  THE 
AIR.’'  A comedy  in  four  acts  by 

Edward  Knoblauch,  dramatized  from  th« 
romantic  story,  “Priscilla’s  Fortnight.” 

First  acted  at  the  New  Theatre, 
New  York,  Nov.  11,  1909.  Its 
stage  history  is  brief,  and  this  will 
be  its  first  production  in  Boston. 
It  is  a fantastic  play  in  which  the 
leading  character  is  a princess  of  a 
mythical  European  state  who 
wishes  to  escape  the  ceremonials 
and  boredom  of  court  life.  She

THE  DOCTOR’S  DILEMMA.  A 
play  in  four  acts  and  an  epilogue 
by  George  Bernard  Shaw. 

First  acted  at  the  Court  Theatre, 


London,  Nov.  20,  1906,  under  the 
direction  of  Granville  Barker.  First 
acted  in  New  York  at  Wallack's 
Theatre,  March  26,  1915.  In  his 
preface  Mr.  Shaw  thus  describes 
his  play:  ‘“The  Doctor’s  Dilem- 
ma’ is  not  only  an  artistic  array 
of  medical  manners  and  morals, 
but  an  exact  record  of  an  actual 
discovery  in  serlm  therapeutics. 
It  is  also  a sermon,  a tragedy,  a 
comedy  of  manners,  and  a ro- 
mance. And  it  is  these  things,  not 
in  alternate  sections,  with  comic 
relief  following  serious  interest, 
and-  serious  interest  preceded  by 
emotional  scenes;  it  is  all  the 
things  it  is  all  the  time.  Its  va- 
rious qualities  are  inseparable  and 
inextricable  and  simultaneous

THE  GREAT  ADVENTURE.  A 
comedy  in  four  acts  by  Arnold 
Bennett. 

First  acted  at  the  Royalty  The- 
atre, Glasgow,  September  18,  1911. 
First  acted  in  London  at  the 
Kingsway  Theatre  in  March,  1913. 
It  is  a dramatization  of  Arnold 
Bennett’s  novel,  “Buried  Alive’’,, 
made  by  the  novelist  himself.  Its 
plot  deals  with  the  expedient  of  a 
famous  painter,  Ham  Carve,  to  ob- 
tain rest  from  a popularity  that 
annoys  him.  When  he  is  mistaken 
for  his  valet  by  the  physician  who 
comes  to  attend  the  servant,  he 
fails  to  put  the  matter  aright  and 
when  the  valet  dies,  he  allows  nim 
to  be  buried  under  his  name  in 
Westminster  Abbey.
